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Liberty Lobby Joins Pact Fight

One of the most interesting 
groups scheduled to testify 
against the Soviet- American 
consular treaty is the Liberty 
Lobby, whose founder, Willis 
Carto, has maintained: “Hit- 
ler’s defeat was the defeat of 
Europe, and America.” 

Sen. Karl Mundt (R-S.D.), 
the most vigorous opponent of 
■treaty ratification who has 
been insistent that the Liberty 
Lobby testify, once appeared 
on the Lobby’s radio series, 
“Congress Calling.” Joining 
him on this series were Sens. 
Everett Dirksen (R-Ill.), and 
Frank Lausche (D-Ohio), both 
members of the Senate 
Foreign Relations Committee 
and both critics of the con- 
sular pact. 

These Senators may not be 
fully aware of the Liberty 
Lobby’s background; therefore 
should be interested in cer- 
tain private correspondence 
exchanged between the top 
Liberty Lobbyists. 

The Liberty Lobby, inciden- 
tally, has brought suit in the 
U.S. District Court to prevent 
our publication of these doc- 
uments, but was overruled. 

The chairman of the Liber- 
ty Lobby, Curtis B. Dali, for- 
mer son-in-law of the late 
Eranklin Roosevelt, also 
brought a libel suit for $2 mil- 
lion against this column when 
we described his Senate testi- 
mony opposing another trade 


treaty, the Trade Expansion 
Act, as anti-Semitic. Dali lost 
the libel suit both in the 
lower court, the U.S. Court of 
Appeals, and on appeal to the 
U.S. Supreme Court. 

Rulers of Liberty Lobby 

On the Liberty Lobby’s poli- 
cy board are such ultra right- 
wingers as Joseph P. Kamp of 
Westport, Conn., founder of 
the Constitutional Education 
League; Tyler Kent, impris- 
oned in the Tower of Lon- 
don during the war for hav- 
ing pilfered top secret Roo- 
sevelt - Churchill Cablegrams 
while a member of the 
American Embassy staff; R. 
G. Johnson of Rogers, Ark., 
author of “Patriots of North- 
ern Arkansas”; Karl Prussion 
of San Diego, the famous Red 
baiter, Lt. Col. Frederick A 
Kibbe, founder of the Florida 
Minutemen; Major Arch E. 
Roberts of Ft. Collins, Colo., 
author of Gen. Edwin Wal- 
ker’s Pro-Blue Program; Lt. 
Gen. George E. Stratemeyer, 
the right-wing retired Air 
Force general, and lit. Gen. 
Sumter L. Lowery of Tampa, 
who once ran for Governor of 
Florida. 

On the secret board which 
controls the Liberty Lobby is 
Kenneth Goff, a former Com- 
munist who later teamed up 
with rabble - rousing a n t i- 
Semitic Gerald L. K. Smith. 

But the founder, main- 
spring, and brains of the 
Liberty Lobby is Carto, who 


has written a series of secret 
letters which this column has 
obtained. 

In one letter to Norris Holt, 
a right-wing leader of 
Sausalito, Calif., Carto wrote: 
“There are 600 million Chi- 
nese and about 200 million 
Russians. All united in a de- 
termination to destroy the 
West. And we have been so 
misled that we live in a dream 
world— far away from reality. 
Hitler’s defeat was the defeat 
of Europe; and America.” 

Russian Conspiracy 

According to the Liberty 
Lobby, the Johnson Adminis- 
tration does not want to win 
the war in Vietnam and is 
part of a Russian conspiracy 
not to win. 

“Liberty Letter,” described 
as a “confidential Washington 
report supplied only to Liber- 
ty pledgers,” recently wrote to 
those who had contributed 
money to the Lobby: 

“Our Government does not 
want to win . . . Liberty 
Lobby has in its possession a 
report on the existence of a 
secret agreement between the 
Washington regime and the 
Kremlin which has never 
been ratified by the Senate — 
and which indeed is not even 
known to the vast majority of 
officials in Washington, but 
which explains perfectly the 
reason why we cannot win.” 

These are some of the nice 
people which Sens. Mundt, 
Dirksen, and Lausche in- 
directly supported when they 


appeared on the Liberty Loin 
by’s radio program. 

The fact the Carto had In- 
fluence with influential 
people is indicated by a letter 
he received April 27, 1957 
from Judge Brady, now on the 
Supreme Court of Mississippi.; 

“Dear Carto,” wrote the 
judge, “shortly after your con- 
ference with Sen. Eastland, he 
called me and discussed at 
length the Lobby. He advised 
me that he thought there was 
considerable merit in the plan 
... In my opinion something 
very worthwhile and signify 
cant is going to he the out- 
come of your brainchild, and I 
commend you highly on the 
work you have already done.” 
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
